Reference C57, the enclosed copy of which is 2-sided, was catalogued in the Science and 
Engineering Library of the University of Texas at Arlington, and on a shelf in the library where it 
would have been available to library patrons, more than one year prior to November 5, 1999. 

Reference C58 (the enclosed copy of which is unsigned but otherwise identical to the 
signed version) was catalogued in the Science and Engineering Library of the University of 
Texas at Arlington on October 13, 1999. The library staff estimated that it normally takes about 
6 weeks to place catalogued dissertations on the shelf, where they would then be available for 
library patrons. Based on this estimation, reference C58 would have been placed on a library 
shelf, where it would have been available to library patrons, around December 15, 1999. A copy 
of a letter from a University of Texas at Arlington representative, stating this information to 
applicants' representative, is attached to this Supplemental Information Disclosure Statement. 

The present Supplemental Information Disclosure Statement is being filed prior to the 
receipt of a first Official Action reflecting an examination on the merits, and hence is believed to 
be timely filed in accordance with 37 C.F.R § 1.97(b). No fees are believed to be due in
